0) 1 bleſſed memozte, did out of His Pꝛouidente and Pꝛintelp care foz 
(YP\/D.\| the poozer ſozt of His Subiects, take oꝛder and pꝛouide, that in 
dead of vnwarranted Farthing Tokens, then fozmerly vſed by 
21 Uintners, Chandlers, Tapſters, and other Traders and zetai- 
lers, to the loſſe of His louing Subietts, there ſhould bee others 

2 made by His owne Warrant, under his owne Royall Name 
and Inſcription, and a conſtant rechange ſetled , whereby the 
Subiect might haue the lawfull vſe of them with much eaſe, c withont loſſe , which hauing 
ſince had generall paſſage thꝛough Our Kingdomes of England, and Ireland, and Dominion of 
Wales, haue bꝛought with their ble a generall benefit to all ſoꝛts of people; Wee therefoꝛe, no

great Seale of England, To Our right truſty and right welbeloued Couſin,Frances Duttheſſe 
Dowager of Richmond and Lenox, and Our truſty and welbeloued Seruant, Dir Francis

Crane, Knight, during the Termes in the laid Letters Patents contained ; To which end

things oꝛ Tokens, vpon paine of Dur heaup diſpleaſure, and ſuch further puniſhment to 
be inflicted vpon him oꝛ them, which ſhall be found co offend herein, as by Pur Tawes, 02 
Our Pꝛerogatiue Royall may be inflicted vpon them, koꝛ their contempt and diſobedience to 
this Our Commandement ; Willing and commanding all and ſingular Maioꝛs, Juſtites of 
Peace, Shiriffes, Batliffes, Conſtables, Headbozoughs, and all other Our Officers and Mi- 
niſters, to whom it ſhall oz may appertaine, to doe their vttermoſt endeuour foz the dil⸗ 
touery and ſearching out of all offenders and delinquents concerning the pꝛemiſſes and to be 
aiding and aſſiſting to the laid Patentees, their Executozs, Adminiſtratoꝛs and Aſſignes, 
Deputies, Factoꝛs, and Seruants, in, and about the due execution and perfozmance of Our 
Vo all pleaſure and Commandement aboue declared.
